form a $5(MM8H),Ot>0 trust, with an Eng­ 
lish ch atter so framed as to dodge the 
op* rations of th** laws of the United 
Stat**. Four years ago this idea for 
operating all of the packing house 
plants In America was started upon Its 
way. 
ll died a speedy death when attor­ 
neys who looked into th e question re­ 
ported to tile chief movers that an 
English conjuration operating under an 
English charter could do nothing in 
America 
that 
a 
local 
corporation 
would be prohibited from doing. 
Then the National Par king company 
became the sole reliance of the meat 
interests 
Following the train of this 
company Hie grand jury will And the 
allegation that a combination exists 
for controlling the quantity and price 
In the daily buying of live mock. This 
m atter go* s to the life of the packers’ 
present d e f e n s e , that the high prices 
of m eat are due to the operations and 
greed of the farmer

actual fact wherever good roads have 
gone land has increased in value from 
$2 to $!) an acre. 
In Jackson county, 
Ala., a Ik.ikI issue of $250,000 built 
125 miles of macadam road. 
The sell­ 
ing price of land was from $0 to $15 
before the road was built. 
On the 
completion laud values went up from 
$15 to $25. 
The effcvt of good roads on school 
attendance needs no proof. Iii the five 
states having the liest roads the aver­ 
age attendance Is 77 per cent of en­ 
rollment. 
In the five states having 
the fewest good roads the attendance 
averages only 59 per cent. 
With these figures on schools it is 
not surprising to find that ignorance 
aud bad roads go together. 
Iii tile 
four I»ji*l roads states, with a total 
population of 7,<mXMmmi, are 375,000 men 
and wonieu, white and native bom, 
who eau neither read nor write. 
In 
four good roads states, with a popu­ 
lation of fl,(M)0.<Mi0, an* only 20,000 Illit­ 
erates. 
Tile movement for good roads is so 
r*M*ent that it ne«*d not be retailed 
here. 
When colonists first came to 
America the roads followed buffalo 
trails and Indian wilderness paths. As 
farm s Iss-atne fenced roads ran along 
between iM.undnries without regard to 
the shortest distance or grade, and 
these were kept in order (or disorder) 
by statute labor—farm ers turning out 
for a day once a year for a road pic­ 
nic, filling In holes that ought to have 
been fiUisl In months previously, tink­ 
ering and trifling away tim e with no 
special dire* tor. 
The results were 
what might have been ex|*ected. 
Men 
do not employ blacksm iths as doctors, 
and why should farm ers be supis.sed 
to possess ttu* technical knowledge of 
un engln«*er? 
During various wars
